: ere for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing \the true situation of political affairs 
evolved out of yesterday’s mass meeting, 
the proceedings of which have been made 
doubtful by two conficting newspaper 
reports, I find that there were two sepa- 
rate and distinct meetings held under 
difierent auspices entirely. 

There was a democratic mass meeting 
held in the court house in the forenoon 
to select delegates to the state conven- 
tion which will elect delegates to the 
national democratic convention to be held 
in Chicago. To briefly sum up the trans- 
actions of this meeting these pointers 
‘tell the whole story of whet the demo- 
‘crats, did: 


First, passed resolutions endorsing the 
Ocala platform. 

Second, pledged themselves to abide 
the national democratic convention in 
Chicago. 

Thin, appointed delegates to the state 
convention all of whom are known to 
be for David B. Hill in their preference 
for president. 

The meeting of the third party people 
in the afternoon was simply to perfect 
county organization of the new party in 
Polk county, and that is aill'they did.

Chairman Blance called the democratic 
mass meeting to order and they went at 
orce to work, electing Mr. W. S. Coleman, 
one of the editors of The Cedartown 
Standard, secretary of the convention.

The Three Cross Koads. 

The democrats in mass meeting assem- 
bled thus stood with three crossroads 
stretching out before them: 

One was Colonel Barton’s resolutions, 
conciliatory, liberal and democratic to the 
core. , 

Another, Colonel Davitte’s resolutions, 
expressing the views of democratic  alli- 
ancemen. es 

Another still, Mr. Lumpkin’s resolution 
endorsing the platform upon which Cleve- 
land stood and sank. 

When the vote came the Cleveland tac 
ties, or the resolution endorsing the last 
platform of the party exclusively, was laid 
on the table, only three votes being counted 
in its favor. ; 

Then came the Davitte substitute which 
passed with modification, the section con- 
demning Governor Northen’s &dministra- 
tion being stricken out on the ground that 
such personality was out of place on this 
occasion. 

As tothe Third Party Meetirg. 

A motion was then made pledging the 
members of the mass meeting to»the sup- 
port of the nominees of the democratic na- 
tional convention to be held at Chicago. 
This motion was made verbally and it 
passed with little or no opposition. 

The following delegates were elected to 
go to the state democratic convention: 

Colonel’ J. S. Davitt, president of the 
Polk county alliance; Editor E. B. Russell, 
Colonel J. K. Barton, Colonel F. A. Irwin, 
Major W. C. Bunn and Captain J. A.

To Abide the Democratic. Platform. 

After’ the democratic meeting had ad- 
journed and while the men were leaving, 
somebody shouted aloud that’ a people's 
party meeting would be held in Philpot hall 
in the afternoon and invited everybody to 
attend. 

At 2:30 o'clock this meeting to organize 
the new party in Polk county was called to 
order by Mr. J. N. Blankeship. 

It was held with open dvors, and a large 
crowd of curious spectators were present. 

It was organized with H. D. Hutcheson, 
chairman, and Dr. J. L. Branch, secretary. 

An executive committee consisting of a 
delegate ‘from each militia district in the 


‘county was appointed.. 


In making up, this committee it is inter- 
to note that’ many of the ‘red-hot 
third party leaders were not allian¢emen at 
all, but professional men in the town, 
: imatance,. Dr. BD... Russell, a. prac- 
ticing physician; aceepted the: representa- 
tion from the Cedartown district in the 
third party organization. . Colonel Miller A. 
Wright, a clothing merchant; was a pron- 
inént figure in the third party convention. 
Major Blance, for a long time chairman of 
the county democratic cOmmittee, a one- 
armed soldier, and a zealous democrat all 
his life, was also a leading third party man. 
It is also interesting to note that several 
prominent alliancemen refused to take any 
art in the third party meeting. Mr. C. 
M.- Sewell, a well-known allianceman, re- 
fused to accept the position of a representa- 
tive from one of the districts in the third 
party organization, declaring aloud in_ tne 
ineeting, “I am an allianceman, but a dem- 
o¢rat to the last.”

In Hopeless Despair. 

Speaking of the causes that led those men 
who gathered at the third party call to 
take steps to organize, Dr. L. 8. Ledbetter, 
a prominent allianceman and _ secretary of 
the executive committee of the state alli- 
ance exchange, said to me: 

“You see, ens people bad been holding 
back to see what congress would do for them 
in the way of financial relief. They had 
breathed easy when a democratic house of 
representatives took up the free coinage of 
silver bill. They looked eagerly then for 


relief. 
‘"They didn’t want to break away from the 


party to which their fathers belonged. They 
were hesitating. But the crisis came yes: 
terday when the noon mail brought The 
Atlanta Constitution here, and there in 
cold type a — saw the adverse 
r 1 the silver bill. 

They couldn’t 
see any hope in the future with democrats, 
so stubborn in Washington towards ful- 
filling the peopie’s demands.

WHAT CONGRESS WILL DO 


In Spare Moments When Silver Is Not Be- 
ing Discussed. 

Washington, March 27.—Tomorrow will 
probably be devoted to measures relating 
to the District of Columbia. The remain- 
der of the week not devoted to the consid- 
eration of the silver question will be con- 
sumed either in debate on the tariff ques- 
tion or in consideration of one or more of 
the regular appropriation bills, no decision 
having yet been arrived at as to whether 
or not the tariff discussion shall be further 
interrupted. There are three appropria- 
tion bills, namely, the naval, consular and 
diplomatic and sundry civil, ready for ac- 
tion by the house. Naturally the naval 
bill would take precedence of the others m 
consideration, as it was first reported. The 
river and harbor bill has been agreed upon 
by the committee, but will not be reported 
to the house until the close of the week. 

Interest in the proceedings of the senate 
this week will turn upen tke disposition to 
be made of the Behrivg sea xrbitration 
treaty, which is anfinished business upon 
the executive calendar, and it is expected 
that the senate will again exclude the pub- 
lic from the chamber for many hours. In 
the course of legislative business, the Indi- 
cn appropriation bill will be further con- 
sidered and there is more to be said upon 
the subject of employing army officers in 
the capacity of Indian agents. 

The West Virginia direct tax bill, after 
several postponements on account of the 
illness of Senator Morrill, has been finally 
assigned for debate on Tuesday, on which 
day Senator Stanford will also, according 
to notice, address the senate on his bill to 
determine the value of the legal tender dol- 
lar. It is thought the District of Columbia 
appropriation bill will be taken up after- 
ward, and as this is a measure in which the 
senators feel much interest, Owing part to 
the fact that many of them have homes in 
this city, debate upon the provisions of the 
bill is likely to occupy the senate for some 
time. 


RECOMMENDS . A REDUCTION 


In the Ranks of the Consular and Diplo- 
matic Service. 

Washington, March 27.—Mr. Blount, 
of Georgia, chairman of the house comunit- 
ree on foreign affairs, has prepared for sub- 
mission to the house an extensive report to 
acccmpany the regular annual consular 
and diplomatic appropriation bill, framed 
by the committee. ~- The report says that a 
careful examination has been made into 
the subject of our foreign missions and the 
importance of our diplomatic relations with 
the several countries of the world. The 
facilities for the transmission and inter- 
change of thought dispenses with much of 
the need of foreign representation.

A BOMB AT THE DOOR. 


French Anarchists Wreck the Building of 
One of Their Prosecutors. 


Paris, March 27.—At 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing a dynamite explosion occurred at 59 
Rue Clichy, a structure four stories high, 
with a shop in the basement. In the house 
resided. M. Bullos, one of the prosecuting 
counsel in the recent anarchist trial. The 
explosion was immediately followed by 
frenzied shrieks from the occupants of the 
building, most of whom were in bed at 

time. The staircase was completely 
wrecked. A number of half-dressed men, 
women and children escaped by the 
servants’ stairway. The fire brigade ex- 
tinguished the small fire that broke out in 
the debris and rescued some of the inmates. 


. Seven persons were seriousty injured. An 


infernal machine had apparently been de- 
posited at the door on the second floor, 
which was occupied by M. Bullos. The 
concierge and others, on being questioned, 
said they knew nothing about the origin 
of the explosion. A wretchedly-clad man 
was seen hurriedly departing from the 
scene, who exclaimed: 

? “It's nothing worth fetching the firemen 
or ’* 


This fact seems to furnish the only clue 
to the origin of the explosion. The whole 
interior of the building was wrecked, and 
in two adjacent houses the doors and 
windows were smashel. M. Bullos and 
his family escaped uninjured. M. Bullos 
said he had received menacing letters, but 
had never asked for police protection.

county, on Thursday. John Leath and 
Charles Harris had engaged in a serious dif- 
ficulty, and Leath pursued Harris home, 
where he shot him from behind, Harris 
dying soon afterwards.

Gadsden, Ala. March 27.—(Special.)~ 
During the last few days our merchants 
have detected counterfeit money in cir- 
culation but could not remember who 
passed it. Yésterday Frank Head, John 
White, Bob Bachus and Tom Wade were 
in the city and were detected in the act 
of passing the spurious coin. Deputy 
Sheriff Melton got after them and they 
fled to Attalla, where they went in the 
saloon of J. P. Morgane, when Wade pur- 
chased a cigar and tendered a counter- 
feit dollar which was at once detected 
by Morgane, who arrested Wade, where- 
upon he became frightened and gavg 
away his companions who were at once 
arrested by Deputy United States Mar- 
shal Daniel. He earried them before Unit- 
ed States Commissioner Charleston, who 
bound them over to await the action of 
the United States grand jury. It seems 
that the young men formed a company 
and Head and Bachus made the money 
and Wade and White passed it. 

They all live at Walnut Grove, in 
the western part of the county, and 
come of good families. Wade is a son 
of EKtowah’s representative, Hon. G. B. 
Wade, who is also a Baptist preacher. 
Bachus is a son of the late Warren Bach- 
us, formerly of Gadsden. White and 
Wade were allowed bond in the sum of 
$5,000 each which they soon made. Head 
and Bachus were required to make a 
$7,000 bond each, which they failed to 
do and are now in the Gadsden jail. 

The exact place where they make their 
money is not known, but an effort is 
being made to locate the place when the 
molds and plates will be destroyed.

How the Kaisor of Germany. Dines 
in State, 


THE FIRST RULER SINGE FREOERICK |. 


To Recognize It asthe Official Residence. 
How It Was Built—Revolution> 
ary Reminiscences. 


Woprrighted by The Constitution, 
Berlin, March 23.—William II is the firat 
king since ‘he creition of royal Prussia UF 
Fredrick I in 1701, who recognized the Ber- 
lin Schloss as his official residence, and there 
spends the social Season. Indeed, he makes 
the immense pil: facing the Lusagarten ys 
headquarters auring the whole of the year, 
whenever he visits the capital, either on re- 
turning from his summer jaunts or when run- 
ning across from Pottsdam, where he inhabits 
a palace almost similar in magnitude und 
grandeur, the Neues Palais, so called. 
Frederick I, who in the year 1716, furnished 
the Schloss, founded in the fifteenth century, 
left it a bad aane. It was at this castle his 
court spent one-fifth of the kingdom's entire 
revenue in aping Louis XIV. And this reve- 
nue was at the tine only 4,000,000 thers, 
1,000,000 less than the present sovereiail 8 
annual salary. His successor, Frederick Wil- 
liam, the parsimoninus, detested the placy 
where his lordly father had entertained 1.2 
different classes of servants on the fat of 
the land. He never set foot into it, except 
on state occasioas. Frederick the Great hated 
the Schloss almost as much as Berlin oma oont 
all his grandfather's silver treasures stored 
there, the immense chandeliers, massive 
tables and chairs. ete, into the mint, Fred- 
erick William II and IIT alsp kept aloof 
from the Schloss, the one because he pre- 
ferred the air ne country »ae of Potts- 
i >» othe or economy s Saae.

An Inhuman Father Tries to Exter- 
Minate His Family. 


SAYS HE'LL KILL THEM ALL. YET 


One Child Dies and Three Are Danger. 
ously Tll—The Body of One of the 
Victims to Be Exhumed. 


Thomasville, Ga., March 27.—(Special.) 
News was received in the city yesterday 
of what may be a fearful crime. The scene 
of the excitement is on: the Troupville 
road, about twelve miles from Thomas- 
ville. Reliable farmers from that section 
were here yesterday for the purpose of 
seeing Coroner’ Johnson in regard to the 
matter. The particulars, as near as can 
be learned, are as follows: 

Last Friday nine members of Peter 
Thompson’s family, colored, were suddenly 
taken dangerously ill with every symptom 
of poisoning. Thompson alone was not 
affected. Friday one of the children, a boy 
of seven or eight years of age, died. 
child was buried the same day, something 
very unnsual for negroes. Three of the 


parties are said to be still dangerously ill, 


and may die at any time. 

Thompson is the same negro that beat 
one of his sons to death a year ago. The 
coroner’s jury had an inquest, but with- 
held their verdict. Coroner Berry Johnson, 
however, swore out a warrant charging 
Thompson with murder. The case was in 
some inanner settled, and the hangman was 
saved an unpleasant job. It is stated that 
when some one mentioned the killing to 
the inhuman father he remarked that he 

“Would Kill the Whole D—n Crowd Yet,” 
and if reports be true, he came very near 
succeeding. The matter is the talk of the 
neighborhood, with both white and colored. 

Coroner Johnson has not yet decided 
what steps he will take, but he is now 
investigating the facts, and will very likely 
go out, have the body exhumed and hold 
an inquest. While Thompson may be in- 
nocent of this grave charge, his past record 
shows him to be a bad man.

members of the royal family, but considered 
it a good place t» live in as long as ae had 
uo palate of his own. 
. The building itse’f has undergone no altera- 
— since it became once more the royal 
eadquarters.Emperor William has begun the 
construction of au annex to the white hall, 
it is true, bet as it will not be finished for 
the next twelve months it must npt be 
taken into consideration here. 


The White Hall. 


This hall is one of the most beautifulin the 

world. Like all’stated apartments of the 
Schloss its appointments and decorations are 
of the first Frederick's period, when 
4,000,000 of downtrodde pecopjle were re- 
duced to abject poverty in order to equip the 
new-made kings rew residence with regi 
Bp'« ndor. 

On the white hall, especislly, money wae 
spent with a lavish hand, for didn’t the king, 
duripg the course of its construction. secure 
the services of Dominico Caetano Conte de 
Ruggiers, the alchemist, who claimed to hays 
invented a process of making gold? What was 
the use of stinting onesself for the sake of 
a few paltry millions (from one's people's 

ockets) if the Italian promis d to create un- 
old oceans of gold at will? 

Built on False Pretenses. 


When the white hall was finished, and his 
majesty confronted with national bankruptcy, 
Caetano was adjudged a fiaud and hanged 
on a gilded gallows, together with his mis- 
tress, whom he had recommended to the 
king’s mercy. Frederick thought it a most 
Magnanimous act to allow her, a mere com- 
moner, to die on a gilded gallows. That was 
in 1709. Poor Caetano and his strangely en- 
nobled mistress are forgotten long ago, but 
his great work, “Der Weisse Saal,” contin- 
ues as the all-admired and far-famed banquet 
hall of kings. Its ancient crystal and silver 
chandeliers are now provided with thousands 
of incandescent lights; there are several mod- 
err paintings on the long stretched walls and 

tatues, ‘‘new’’ men in the marble niches, 

ut its general aspect has remained un- 
changed for nearly two centuries. 
A Wonderful Spectacle, 

A state banquet held by the kaiser in the 
white hall, is a spectacle never to be forgot- 
ten, even from the standpoint of a looker-on 

the musicians’ gallery. That was my 
stardpoint, a few evenings ago. 

I had been advised to climb up into the 
loft about one hour before the ceremony 
commenced, and the precaution was well 
taken for [I had but just seated myself in 
the front row, when an army of privileged 
officials with their kith and kin invaded ihe 
limited precincts and completely filled the 
rest of the available space. While these la- 
dies and gentlemen were quarreling for prec- 
edence and muttering ander their breath, I 
looked through a narrow window to catch a 
peg of the appreach of state coaches drivy- 

g up. into the courtyard below. 

Kococo Chariots. 

There were the foreign ambassadors’ and 
the nobility’s old-time “rococo” carriages of 
ark-like dimensions, painted in bricht colors, 
red and green, blue or white. glittering with 
gold and crests galore, and with pig-tailed, silk- 
stockinged servints hanging on to showy 
straps in the rear.‘ Four or six richly : 
ed horses galleped gaily in front -f hae coe 
bersome ambulances, their drivers constitut- 
ing a whole circus in themselves, with their 
laces, tassels and cords, three-cornered hats 
inmense furs and bouquets, their gold-headed 
whips, and above all their haughty airs. 

Royalty’s Reception.

It looked to me as 
if the kaiser was etpecially fond of fish, prob- 
ably because it does not require the use of 
a knife. His \aafesty has only one hand 
above the table cloth, the heavily jeweled 
ond massive right wielded the golden knife- 
fork. Before him stood a giant silver vessel, 
a full-rigged man-of-war of the great elector’s 
period. 

Little Ceremony. . 

Chancellor von Caprivi and the old General 
vou Pape: were seated opposite their majes- 
ties with whom they conversed in quite a 
chatty style. Irhere was not much ceremony 
wasted anyhow. Everybody laughed and 
talked as he vr she pleased, in a quiet man- 
ner of course, but yet without special reserve. 
Only one custom struck me as reminiscent of 
the stately old etiquette. When the emperor 
intended to drink a guest’s health, he called 
out the name of the person, who stood up in 
military fashion and drained his glass while 
locking the kaiser full in the face. 

Some of the Dresses. 

The empress, who looks best when she 
siniles, appeared to great advantage through- 
out the dinner. She wore sea green watered 
silk, cut very low, leaving her wonderful bust 
free. Her jewels were pearls and diamonds, 
with a brilliant studded feather in the tiara. 
The Princess Frederick Charles, once thé 
beauty par excellence, and stiil a fine woman, 
displayed, as usual, her penchant for royal 
ermine and purple. The face of the kaiser's 
sister, the Princess Meiningen, reminded me 
strongly of the lamented Frederick III. She 
bas beautiful, soulful eyes and a mild mein. 
She is slightly above medium height and 
scn‘ewhat slim. This young woman abhors 
rcyal pomp in dress, the fashions of the day 
arc good enough for her. Her jewels were 
sapphires and diamonds. 

The Kaiser Makes a Speecn. 

The dinner lasted for about an hour, during 
which time the music ore played mewily. 
At the dessert I observed that the empror ab- 
stained from conversation and nervously 
crumbled pieces of bread in his hand. Sud- 
denly he rose, clinched his glass against a 
crystal caraffe near by and began a speech, 
the opening lines of which were almost unin- 
telligible. His voice, however, gained with 
every sentence and finally rang out clearly 
and with almost cutting sharpness. He car- 
ries his character in his yoice, and is a fine 
speaker, even from an American’s standpoint. 
Some twenty minutes after the kaiser had fin- 
ished, the company broke up to reassemble in 
the dancing hall, whither I was not permitted 
to follow.

All the Troe Bills in Floyd Court 
Virtually Quashed, 


BY A DECISION OF JUDGE TURNBULL. 


The Demurrer Sustained in the High- 
field Case—W hat the Judge Said, 
Other State News. 


Rome, Ga., March 27.—(Special.)—A 
very important decision was rendered by 
Judge Walter TT’. Turnbull in the city 
court yesterday. It virtually quashes all 
the true bills against all the offenders who 
furnished liquor to minors. 

Solicitor General Nunnally’s bill was 
drawn in conformity with section 4540(a), 
which is: 

No person or persons by himself or another, 
eball sell or cause to be sold, or furnish or 
permit any other persons in his, her or their 
employ, to sell or fufhish any minor or 
minors, spirituous or intoxicating or malt 
liquors of any kind, without first obtaining 
written authority from the parent or guardian 
of such minor or minors, and such person or 
persons so Offending, shall, on conviction, be 
punished as prescribed in section 4310 of the 
code. 

The form of the indictment and the sub- 
stance of this one was identically the same 
as the great .number against the liquor 
dealers of Rome. : 

When the Highfield case was called 
Captain J. W. Ewing aud other members 
of the bar demurred to the bill: First, 
tha¥ separate and distinct offenses were 
charged in the same bill; second, there be- 
ing more than one count and each new 
count hot beginning in the manner and 
form presented by the code, the bill was 
defective. 

Argument on the demurrer consumed the 
greater portion of the morning. Judge 
‘Turnbull sustained the demurrer, thereby 
guashing the bill. 

Judge Turnbull in delivering his opinion 
said, to his mind there was no doubt but 
that the pleadings were not specific enough 
to put the defendant on notice, and, fur- 
thermore, the supreme court had held that 
it was one offense to furnish or sell liquor 
to a minor yourself and another offense 
to sell or furnish by another. The decision 
was elaborate and clear. 

There are many bills now pending, and 
the ruling of the court virtually quashes 
all under the section. 


THE NEWS FROM WILKES. 


Fruit Not Damaged by the Freeze—Political 
Notes. 

Washington, Ga., March 27.—(Special.) 

fter a week's careful inquiry, your cor- 
respondent is able to report the fruit crop 
almost uninjured. Even the LeConte pears, 
which as a rule, are total failures in this 
county, have as yet not been hurt by the re- 
cent freezes. 

The contractors are busy putting a, new 
tin roof on the courthouse. The court- 
room is also being remodeled and gener- 
ally improved at a cost of over two thousand 
dollars. ‘These repairs were greatly needed 
and will make the old building inhabitable 
for several years to come. 

The corn crop in Wilkes will be a much 
larger one than is usually raised. A great 
many people, while. not reducing the cotton 
nereage to any considerable extent, are 
planting more corn. 

The rise in the turpentine market promises 
to seriously affect the labor element in this 
county. «Large, gangs of negroes are pe- 
ing carried away weckly by the enterpris- 
ing turpentine men to their distilleries in 
the southeasterir part of the state. If this 
emigration keeps up it will seriously em- 
barrass the farmers dependent on day labor 
to assist in working their crops. 

There is considerable third party talk 
among the people who are looking for the 
“something better’ thatthe third party 
folks dre clanioring for but there seems 
to be but small chances of the party amount- 
ing to much in this county. When it comes 
to alienation from the old democratic fold 
that has brought the couutry out of repub- 
lican misrule and negro. supremacy, there 
may be a few who will desert for ‘Tom 
Watson’s chimeras, but the rank and file 
will remain true to their old love. 

David B. Hill seems to be gaining friends 
daily. Nearly every prominent man inter- 
viewed in the past two weeks has either 
expressd a preference for Hill as a man or 
his availability as candidate. While a num- 
ber of people prefer Cleveland, nearly all 
think Hill stands a better chance of lead- 
ing the party to victory, and victory is what 
the democratic party is looking for, not 
sentiment. :

RAINS AND THE RIVERS. 


A New Boat Launched at Columbus—8a- 
vannah River Booming. 

Columbus, Ga., March 27.—(Special.)— 
The Flint is the name of a handsome new 
steamer launched here yesterday morning 
to be employed in the river trade between 
this city and Apalachicola. The boat is 
being built here by Captain McConnell, and 
will be one of the finest crafts on the river. 
The launching was attended with the 
usual ceremonies, and was a perfect suc- 
cess. 

The heavy rains have seriously inter- 
rupted railroad traffic, and not a train on 
any road was on schedule time yesterday. 
A passenger train on the Southwestern 
railroad, which left for Macon at 4 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, was unable to pass 
beyond Reynolds, and the passengers had 
to remain in the woods all night.

No damage whatever was 
done by the rise. The rainy spell is broken 
aud clear and cold weather has set in.

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The Mormon Question Again. 

New England is in a fever of excite- 
ment, just at present, over a recent 
address delivered at Salt Lake City by 
President Eliot, of Harvard college. 

In this address the speaker took the 
position that religious liberty should be 
enjoyed in all the states and territories 
as in Massachusetts. He complimented 
the Mormons upon the great colony ferm- 
ed by their religious enthusiasm, and 
declared that their rights and their church 
property ought to be protected. 

In an interview with a Salt Lake 
reporter President Eliot is said to have 
remarked that Christians generally had 
no scruples about reverencing Old Testa- 
ment characters whose lives were polyg- 
amous, but let a Mormon think of taking 
a second wife, and the entire country 
was up in arms. 

This sort of talk did not suit the Gen- 
tiles, and The Salt Lake Tribune says 
that his speech was an insult to the gov- 
ernment of the United States and to the 
Puritans to whom he had compared the 
Mormons. In the east prominent educa- 
tors say that the Harvard college presi- 
dent was perhaps misrepresented. Some 
few say that his views are all right, but 
the majority agree with The Boston Jour- 
nal that he has the faculty of saying 
the wrong thing at the wrong time, and 
in the wrong place. 

It must be admitted that such utter- 
ances from a molder of public opinion 
have a tendency to complicate one of 
our most delicate problems. The question 
naturally arises whether the government 
shall abandon its repressive policy or 
enforce its coercive measures in Utah to 
the bitter end. With the statehood of 
Utah looming up as an issue it is quite 
likely that the whole matter will be reo- 
pened and discussed upon its original 
merits. 


The Rockwell Case. 

The Washington correspondent of The 
Courier-Journal, who is one of the most 
trustworthy newspaper men at the fed- 
eral capital, but a thoroughgoing demo- 
crat, gives a very severe sidewipe at a 
number of professed democratic journals 
in the south which permit their columns 
to reflect republican and mugwump 
views The correspondent, under date 
of March 23d, says:

Never before has the republican 
been able to have its grievances taken 
up and advocated by papers professing 
to be democratic. Plattism has its defend- 
ers in a strange country. Senator Hill 
thought it was democracy of 
the purest stripe to smash

tion in New York and turn the state over 
to the democratic party. But he was mis- 
taken. The fact that he hurt the feelings 
of the republicans has been resented by 
democratic papers in the south, and these 
papers have reproduced with approval 
all the republican attacks that have been 
made on him. They agree with the repub- 
licans that Hill is a dirty rascal because 
he is an earnest democrat, and they even 
go so far as to abuse him for making 
an appeal in behalf of a democrat whose 
seat in the house is contested by a noble 
and virtuous republican.

The whole burthen of their outcry is 
that Hill is a dirty rascal because he is 
a democrat.

Where Banks Never Fail. 

The Philadelphia Ledger calls attention 
to the fact that no bank failure has 
occurred in China in 900 years. 

In that country the failure of a bank 
would cause its officers to lose their 
heads. Naturally, with our superior civili- 
zation, we regard this as barbarous, and 
feel that it is better to have occasional 
failures than to be under the necessity of 
slaughtering the presidents and’ directors 
of unfortunate financial institutions. 

There is something in this view, but 
on the other hand the experience of 
China shows that it is possible for all 
banks to conduct their business without 
failing, and that is certainly a big thing 
for the people. 

The rewards and punishments under 
our civilization do not appear either to 
tempt or frighten bankers. Perhaps cut- 
ting off their heads would not keep them 
straight. The fact is, the average Ameri- 
can is willing to risk his life in the per- 
suit of a great prize, whether it is in the 
shape of wealth or something else. We 
do not believe that the death penalty 
would prevent bank failures’ in 
this country. 

But if the Chinese banks can all run 
900 years without a single failure, it is 
high time for the more civilized nations 
to throw additional. safeguards around 
their banking system. We needanot make 
our penalties more severe, but we should 
at least execute existing penal laws, and 
the proper officials should make frequent 
and close examinations of the conditions 
of the banks, and not shirk their duty, 
as they have done in numerous instances. 

It is possible to prevent crooked meth- 
ods, and everything except straight-out 
stealing, and we can reduce that to a 
minimum under a good system, rigidly 
enforced. But when we have bank exami- 
ners who will not examine, what*can we 
expect? Without imitating the brutality 
of the Chinese, we can at least imitate 
their vigilance. 


Anarchists and Their Schemes. 

The police authorities in Europe have 
just made an important discovery. 

It seems that the anarchists, who are 
very strong in Russia, Spain, Germany, 
Belgium and France, have decided in 
their secret councils to abandon the use 
of dynamite and employ poison as the 
main weapon in their warfare. The 
reason given is that experience has made 
it plain that dynamite is unreliably dan- 
gerous. It makes a loud noise, and some- 
times kill‘the men who throw the bomb, 
leaving the intended victim unharmed. 

Now, the anarchists do not care to lose 
their own lives. They wish to put certain 
powerful and wealthy persons out of 
the way without injury to themselves. 
Poison is the safest destroyer they can 
use, and they are now experimenting to 
find a drug that will leave no trace behind 
—hothing capable of being analyzed. 
Their plan is to send their agents with 
this poison into the homes of their ene- 
mies, getting them positions, if possible, 
as servants, and at the first favorable 
opportunity they are to do their deadly 
work. 

The exposure of thi® blood-curdling 
programme will doubtless do some good. 
If the anarchists set science to work to 
destroy people, society will set science 
to work to checkmate them. Physicians 
will study poisons and their antidotes, 
and be as skillful in saving life as the 
anarchists are in their attacks. 

But it is deplorable in the extreme to see 
men of education: and talent in various 
civilized countries banding themselves 
together in secret societies composed of 
murderers. It may be said that they have 
suffered grievous wrongs, and that their 
object is to remove oppressors and 
tyrants, but this plea will not do. It is 
better for men to suffer than to become 
wrong-doers and criminals on the cow- 
ardly and destructive scale proposed. 
Individuals have no right to make them- 
selves judges, jurors and executioners. 
Even in the case of the czar of Russia, 
against whom many anarchists are plot- 
ting, there is much to be said in his 
favor. He is naturally just and humane, 
but he cannot stay the progress of famine, 
hor can he watch his thousands of sub- 
ordinates in all the details of their opera- 
tions. Anarchy and assassination are no 
remedies for bad laws or oppressive 
social conditions. The only remedy will 
be found in the gradual progress of a 
Christian civilization. The world cannot 
be made better by the organized effort 
of 4 few men to murder those who are 
supposed to be responsible for the evils 
which are the outcome of a defective 
civilization.

There is a lively senatorial row going on 
between Effingham and Chatham counties, 
The Effingham Chronicle charges taat Chat- 
ham, until 1886, ignored the system entirely. 
In ’86 she conceded the claims of KLiingham— 
her people did, not her politiclans—and Sena- 
tor Wright, of Effingham, was elected. In

senator. Commenting on this, The Chronicle 
says: 

“This brings us to ’92 and to Effingham's 
turn in rotation.

Effingham is _ willing and 
ready to support her candidate so lung as he 
is a good man. But Savannah wants the 
earth, she wants a state senator, too. Not 
only so but she expects Effingham to supprot 
her candidate while she ignores- Nffingbam’s 
claims to rotation rights and would appropri- 
ate those rights to herself.

DR. WARREN CANDLER'S WARNING. 


The Fate of Babylon Held Up to View 
The Concentration of Wealth 
Means Disaster. 


Rome, Ga., March 27.—(Special.)— 
At the First Methodist church this morn- 
ing Rev. Warren D. Candler preached. 
His text was: “But Solomon was build- 
ing his own house thirteen years.” Hlab- 
orate was the sketch of Solomon’s charac- 
ter, his luxuries, his extravagance and the 
final overthrow of the kingdom under his 
son’s reign, when the hardened people 
threw off the yoke. 

The sermon is pronounced one of the 
most eloquent pulpit orations ever deliv- 
ered in Rome. A devout Presbyterian 
present said it reminded him of Jeremiah 
or some of the old prophets speaking. Dr. 
Candler spoke for an hour and a half. 
Among the illustrations he cited was the 
splendor of ancient Babylon and its fall, 
of mighty Rome and of Athens and its de- 
struction, and in words of prophecy he 
spoke of the present conflict between the 
masses and classes which bordered on rev- 
olution. He analyzed the causes. 

“I am not an alarmist,” he said, “nor 
can I be called a socialist, but in the future 
there is danger.”” When the few accumu- 
late wealth it is at the expense of the many 
and in this age when the many have’ such 
facilities for information, they know and 
understand it. “Does it mean revolution?’ 
said he. Avarice in both was the cause. 
The remedy, he said, was benevolent gen- 
erosity.

ke at length on_ the 
alarming state of affairs which now exists, 
and his fiery eloquence thrilled the vast 
audience. In concluding this portion of his 
sermon he remarked: 

“Iam speaking of facts, but to men of 
wisdom.” At the conclusion of the ser- 
mon a great many people remained in the 
church to shake hands with the distin- 
guished minister. 

One very enthusiastic listener remarked: 
“I do not think the sermon sensational. 
It was ‘prophetic. Sensationalism is for 
effect, but this sermon was prophetic.” 

The sermon made a great impression on 
the audience. At the conclusion of the 
service Dr. Candler asked for a subscrip- 
tion for wissions and for Emory college. 
He said he didn’t come to beg, but he had 
not been in Rome for a long time and did 
not know when he would come back again. 

“It is not improbable that within two 
months’ time I will no longer occupy my 
present position.”

The Constitution inquired this af- 
ternoon of the able president of Oxford if 
he intended to devote his labors to the 
ptlpit once more.

HIS RESIGNATION SENT IN. 


There Seems to Be Some Misunderstanding 
in Baseball Circles. 


There seems to be some little misunder- 
standing vetween the baseball people of 
Macon and Secretary Hoppie, of the South- 
ern League, and the result is that Mr. Hop- 
pie has written President Genslinger ten- 
ne his resignation of his official posi- 

on. 

Several days ago there appeared in one 
of the Macon papers an article in which it 
was stated that the officials of the Macon 
club believed that certain strictures upon 
Macon emanated “from a league oflicial res- 
ident in Atlanta.” 

_Now, Mr. Hoppie is the only league offi- 
cial resident in Atlanta, and he naturally 
took this as a referenco to himself. He im- 
mediately wrote a letter denying emphatic- 
ally having written any such letter as that 
referred to and demanding that the Macon 
people make the proper apologies for their 
charges or insinuations 

These not being forthcoming, Mr. Hoppie 
has written the following letter to Presi- 
dent Genslinger: 

C. Genslinger, President Southern 
League of Ball Clubs, New Orleans, La.—Dear 
Sir: In The Macon Telegraph of the 24th in- 
Stant appears an article with reference to the 
cause of my resignation as secretary and 
treasurer of the league. ‘The article seems to 
receive the approval of the Macon HKaseball 
Club. In the former article you will recollect 
that The Telegraph took occasion to declare 
that the letter was written by one of the 
league officials who lives in Atlanta, 

The article of the 24th instant expresses 
surprise that I should take offense at informa- 
tion furnished by an Atlantian «nd that no 
names were used. It is the direct charge 
against an Atlanta league official and not any 
citizen of Atlanta that I called to your 
notice 

I clearly stated this proposition and the

GOOD SERMONS AT ALL THE CHURCHES 


Dr. Hawthorne on “ Missions;” Dr. Tup- 
per on “Rest;” Dr. Barnett fon 
“Ohristianity.”’ 


Dr, Barnett yesterday preached a strong 
sermon on acknowledging Christ. The ser- 
mon was delivered in his intensely sincere 
manner, and it created a profound impres- 
sion on his listeners. 

During the sermon Dr. Barnett related a 
reminiscence of Mr. Grady. He said: 

“One night a number of gentlemen were 
gathered in the parlors of Captain English’s 
home, and they fell to talking of their ex- 
periences with Christ and what religion had 
done for them.

Finally it came Mr. Grady’s 
time to talk, and he arose profoundly im- 
pressed. He told his experience, a pretty 
one, indeed, and at its close he turned to 
the stenographer and said: 

* “This hight I consecrate myself to God.’ 
He said it solemnly, and after @ moment's 
pause he went on: 

“Write that out in big bold letters and 
sive it to my friend Dr. Barnett here, and 
turniug to me, he said: ‘Doctor, keep that, 
and if I forget or violate it, when I come to 
die bring it to me and I will remember.’ 

Mr. Grady never forgot it.” 


The Church of the Redeemer. 


The sermon by D. Dunning, editor of The 
Congregationalist, of Boston, held the at- 
tention of a large, appreciative congregation.

Ject being: “Who Is Jesus Christ?’

lather before the wéorld was, or. “before 
Abraham I was.’’ 

rhe great questions that all men are ask- 
ing do not relate to Christ after His birth as 
much as before His birth, and He has an- 
swered them. These are some of the ques- 
tions of every soul, «nd Christ’s replies: 

Show me the Father? 

“He that hath seen M» 
Father.”’ 

Hew can I know God? 

“Il and My Father are one.” 

Can we be sure of our knowledge of God? 

“If a man shall do His will he shall know 
of the doctrine.’’ 

Is there a future life? Where is heaven? 
How can I get there? 

“2 g° to prepare a place for you, etc.” 

“All power is given unto Me in heaven 
and in earth.’ 

These answers satisfy and never change. 

Many people reading of the changes and 
discussions in theology imagine that the foun- 
dsticns of Christianity are effected. Change 
in theological belief is one of the hopeful 
signs of the century. Chinge means growth, 
and*not contradiction. The text books, as- 
trorcmy for instance, we cuce studied would 
be ruled out of the schools of today, yet the 
seus avd stars are not changed. 

The science of theology changes, but God. 
Curist and truth ac ever changelvss. 

The speaker very clearly set forth what fs 
exiled the old th»! gy, giving five principle 
doctrines of Calvinism. 

Our fathers held to the great central doc- 
trine of the sovereigi ty of God. New the- 
ology does not antecuonize the old, but shifts 
th+ certer of our faitn to the person of Jesus 
Clrist, who reveals th» fatherhood of God. 

God is sovereign because He is father. 
Who and what then is Jesus Christ? Any 
man able to read mav find -the answers and 
a key to settle all these questions for him- 
seit. 

The first answer is from heaven, by the angel 
to Mary, “The Son of God.”” The second 
is from John, the best mau who ever lived, 
who “saw and bare record inat He was the 
Son of God.”’ 

The answer of the “The wind 
aud sea obey Him.” 

Martha at the death of her brother, “‘Thou 
art the Christ, the Son of God.” Peter's 
great confession: ‘““Thou urt Christ, Son of 
the living God.” The testimony of evil 
spirits: ‘Jesus, thou, Son of God, are Thou 
come to torment us?’ his enemies and the 
heathen soldters solemnly declared: .ruly 
this was the Son of God.” Jesus himself an- 
swers:. “I am the way. thc truth and the 
life ”’ yr ge ye study the Bible for your- 
self, and find the key to all these problems. 
It is in Jesus Christ. who is from eternity 
to eternity.

Far be it from an 
true Christian who is working to establis 
Christ’s kingdom on earth by preaching His 
gospel and healing the sick, that such teach- 
ing as this be put forth as worthy of hearing.

Of the Georgia Weather Crop Bulletin 
Put Out Saturday 


AND WILL HEREAFTER BE ISSUED WEEKLY 


A Less Acreage of Corn Has Been Planted 
Than Last Year andthe Fruit 
Crop Is Safe. 


Director Park Morrill, of the Georgia 
weather service, issued the first weather 
crop bulletin Saturday. 

It is a new departure, and will prove a 
valuable one. 

A bulletin will be issued each Saturday 
containing a statement of the condition of 
the weather and its effect upon the growing 
Crops. 

The report will be compiled from reports 
received from a large number »f agents 
stationed at various points m the state, 

Some interesting and valuable iuforma- 


tion is contained in the bulletin out Natur- 


day. 

The very significant fact thut a larger 
acreage of corn than usual hus been 
planted is shown from the report. _ 

The frui¢ crop has been but slightly 
damaged and may be regarded as safe, 
says the report. 

The bulletin in full is as follows: 

Weather Crop Bulletin No. 1 of the Geor- 
gia Weather Service, United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Weather Bureau, At- 
lanta, March 26, 1892.—The publication of 
the bulletins, of which this is the first issue, 
represents an itcempt on the part of the na- 
ti-nai weather pureau to extend to Georgia 
the advantages of a weekly statement of the 
current conditions of the weather and its fu- 
vorable or unfavorable effects upon crops. 
Nearly three uundred gentlemen representing 
every section ard nearly county of the state

The first weekly reports have been supple- 
mented by special reports from the larger 
part of the -orrespondents upon the present 
condition of the more important crops. 

From these reports it appears that a consid- 
erably larger acreage of corn is being plant- 
ed than last year all parts of the state. 
The crop is nearly planted in the southern 
counties and planting has begun in the cen- 
tral and northern counties, An increased acre- 
age of oat wheut is also reported and plant- 
ing is mostly done. 

fn the northeastern section of the state 
the rainfall was about the normal, the temper- 
uture being perhaps a little below the normal. 
less than the average amount of sunshine 
has prevailed. Although fruit was_ slightly 
damaged by the recent cold spell still the in- 
jury sustained is not as great as was at first 
feared. Corn planting has begun and slight 
demage was occasioned by heavy rains which 
washed some of the grains out of the ground. 

At most points in the eastern section the 
rainfall was about wwe normal, the tempera- 
ture has been about or a little below the av- 
erage, and the sunshine has been less than the 
usual amount Corn pore has commenced 
in this section but that already up was se- 
riously injured by the freeze of the 19th and 
SUth. Fruit was injured to a considerable ex- 
tent but the prospects still remain fair. Oats 
were but slightly damaged. 

In the northwestern section the rainfall has 
been above the normal, the temperature and 
amount of sunshine slightly below the nor- 
mal. Farm work was retarded to a consid- 
erable extent by the wet J rains. Oats, fruit 
and vegetables were 4 y injured by cold. 

Copious rains fell in the western portion of 
the state and both the temperature and 
amount of sunshine was slightly below the 
grain 
At some 
points the corn planting is reported to be 
about completed and is nearly finished in the 
majority of the counties. 

In the central counties there has been an 
excess of rain and a deficiency of sunshine. 
The fruit. prospects were injured by the 
freeze of the 19th, but there still seems a fair 
‘out.cok for a —. if no further damage is 
suffered. Corn which had been planted suf- 
fered somewhat from heavy rain. 

In the southern sections of the state corn 
and grain is promising well, although slightly 
injured by the recent cold. No cotton has yet 
been planted. Corn planted {s reported as 
about a week late.

THE COST OF COTTON 


Commissioner Nesbitt Says It Is  Us- 
ually Seven to Ton Cents. 


THE 8 1-2 GENT CROP EXCEPTIONAL.

Colonel Redding Gives the Figures in De- 
tail— Comment by Dr. Pattillo 
and Mr. Meacham, 


A‘ week's controversy over the cost of 
cotton brings us back to the figures, and 
they are furnished in detail in this article 
by Colonel Redding, director of the exper- 
iment station. 

The discussion has been continuous since 
the question was sprung, and Commissioner 
Nesbitt’s statement has been subjected to 
a running fire of criticism. He says he 
has been totally misunderstood and asks 
to put in a demurrer in his own behalf. 
This he does in his letter which is printed 
below. It is followed by one from Colonel 
Redding, giving in detail the figures called 
four by Mr. luman. 


This places the matter in better shape’ 


for intelligent comment and _ criticism. 
hollowing these letters, those quoted from 
Dr. Pattllo, of West Point, and Mr. 
Meacham, of St. Marks, Ga., will be inter- 
esting reading, for they bear directly on 
the figures given by the experiment sta- 
tion. Pattillo and Mr. Meacham are 
practical farmers, one on the Chattahoo- 
chee and one on the coast—the western and 
eustern borders of the state. 
lere is Commissioner Nesbitt’s letter: 


A Letter From Commissioner Nesbitt. 


Farmbill, March 25, 1892.—Editor Constitu- 
tio: While I am glad that what has been 
said on the subject of cotton production, ete., 
has provoked discussion, I regret exceedingly 
that it has assumed such nariuw bounds. In- 
stead of discussing the best methods in the 
conduct of the farm, while seeking a reduc- 
tion of the acreage, I tind the controversy 
contracting on the isolated statements of what 
has been accomplisaecd by a few individual 
farmers. I have never said that the cost of 
raising cotton throughout Georgia is any- 
where near 31-2 cents, and such charges 
place me in an entirely false position. I have 
always distinctly stated that the cost of rais- 
ing cotton is so far beyond the selling price 
that unless the farmers can find some plan 
to reduce this cost, their condition, as long 
as they continue to plant it at this heary 
loss, is a hopeless one. The illustrations Y 
used were to show what could be done under 
favorable conditions, and I particularly called 
attention to the fact that these results were 
only attained after years of preparation. 

fivery man who plents cotton on the old 
system knows that it costs anywhere from 

(te 1@ cents. Avernzing the cost at 8S cents 
and the price at 61-2, and estimating the 
crop of 1891-92 in Georgia at 900,000 (nine 
hundred thousand) bales, the loss to the plant- 
ing interests of the state is $675,000, neurly 
three-quarters of a million of dollars. And 
I see it stated by competent authority that the 
loss on this crop to the south will in all prob- 
ability reach $80,000,000 (eighty millions.) 

Is any further argument needed to enforce 
the lesson, which I am endeavoring to hold 
up to the farmers of Georgia? By our

The placing of the greatest problem that 
ever confronted an agricultural people with- 
in such circumscribed limits as this discus- 
sion has reached, cannot result in any ma- 
terial benefit. The -mestion should be. shall 
speculative farming, fet it cost what it may, 
be continued in the vague hope that the bulls 
and not the bears will manipulate the mar- 
ket next season? Or shall ‘a course be pur- 
sued which will not only reduce the supply 
but also reduce the cost of production to a 
mininivcm 7 Wheti-r the published figures 
are absolutely correct, embodying all that 
should be embodied beyond any peradventure, 
or whether they furnish a bull or a bear ar- 
Sumnent, is not the question but the cardinal 
principle is, that the soil must be enriched 
and built up, und a large yield to a small 
acreage made possible. This was illustrated 
by the examples cited, and for this reason 
I advocate the adoption of methods, which I 
believe will not ouly bring the crop within 
the demands of consnmption, but will lessen 
the cost of making, and increas> eur material 
wealth by increasing the producing power 
f our lands. A close comparison of all the 
Hgures presented prove that the larger the 
yield the smaller the cest. That the labor 
is a large itein of expense in cotton making 
every farmer knows, and elso that, with but 
little exceptions, the same labor is required 
to cutivate an acre that yields a third of a 
bale and one that vields a bale. 

To cry out to the farmer “Reduce your 
acreage and cotton will go up,” will never 
enable the south to utilize the great staple as 
the source of wealth, but wil, rather tend to 
‘Iaiting for futues, instead of grap ing 
vith present conditions. ‘The wise man will 
make his own supplies .nd endeavor to pro- 
duce what cofton he does make, at the aoe 
est possible cost. He will also bear in mind 
the present large supply, and as far us pos- 
sible avail hifkself of every condition favor- 
= to his compcting with the fertile south- 
fest. 

I trust that nothing I have said on this sub- 
ject will be further nutsconstrued, but that 
the discussion may be conducted on a broader 
plane. My advice to the farmer is to plant 
a cotton crop based, .t on the hope of 
higher prices, but as tf he knew beyond a 
doubt that prices in the fall would be even 
lower than they are todzs. 

That the advocacy of better methods has 
been productive of gvod, 1s proven by the 
falling off in the sale of commercial fertl- 
izers. There has been 100,000 (one hundred 
thousand) tons less sold this season than 
lust. If this discussion results in better 
methods, thereby improving and building up 
our impoverished farms, I shall feel that it 
has not been useless.

Colonel Redding Gives the Figures. 

Edito: Constitution: In several articles that 
have already appeared in The Coustitution 
allusioa has been made to results attained at 
the stution. which must be iny excuse for 
enterity into the discussion of the subject. It 
should be nected, in thé first pIuce, that 
Colonel Nesbitt does not claim that the 
average cost of a pound of lint cotton, the 
couniry over, one year with another, is 3 1-2 
cents: but simply that “a recent experiment 
at the Gecrgia station shows that where land 
has becn pruperly treated a yield of one bale 
to the acre can be made at a cust of 3 1-2 
cents per pound.”” He probably referred to 
experiment No. 22, reported on pages 151 tu 
150, bulletin No. 16. The following para- 
graph fror the report of that experiment con- 
tains the statement of cost in question: 

“It would not be a difficult matter to count 
in all the expenses of making the crop on the 
land ccvered by experiment No. 22. The 
items huve all been given in the account of 
the preparation and culture, and every farmer 
enn fix the cost of each item according to his 
own judgment and _ experience. Mr. Kim- 
brough, the agriculturist, estimates the agyre- 
poe cost of plowing, harrowing, hoeing, pick- 
ng and fertilizers—nothing being allowed for 
interest on the land or superintendence—at 
an amount which would make the cost of the 
cotton 3 1-2 cents per pound of lint.”

writer in The Constitution last fall, to which 
you have referred. At that time all of the 
cotton was not picked and the amount still 
to gather was underestimated.

If the whole acre had been planted 4x2 it 
is fair to conclude that it would have yield- 
ed 2,027 pounds, or an increase of thirty-five 
pounds. 

Again, on an adjoining acre of land, in pre- 
cisely the same condition, having received the 
same previous treatment, but differently fer- 
ti'ized (certain plots), the current year, the 
vield was at the rate of 436 pounds greater 
per acre, on which experiment No. 22 was lo- 
cated. at an increased cost (of fertilizers). of 
only $1.22. 

It should be remarked that the land upon 
which this experiment was made was sown 
to oats in the fall ef 1891. The oats lodged 
badly on account of rust. In June 1890 the 
land was sown to cow peas. adding 200 pounds 
of acid phosphate, The vines were convert- 
ed into cer one ton, which sold for $20, and 
the ground was filled with roots and covered 
with stems and leaves of the pea crop. ‘uis 
put the land in fine condition for a cotton 


UP. 

Coionel W. L. Peek's estimate of cost was 
made several years ago, 1587-88, and was 
based on an average crop, three acres to the 
bale. It, therefore, has no reievancy to the 
question now ut issue, which is, “Can cotton 
be produced at a cost of 3 or 4 cents per pound 
by proper previous treatment of the land?” 
Colonel Nesbitt. Colonel CoOrput and probably 
every intelligent man will probably agree that 
the average cost of cotton the country over 
is not less thin 6 and probably as much as 
7 cents per deuad of lint. I have little doubt 
that the last cotton crop of Georgia cost more 
than it will have sold for when all of it shall 
have been marketed. It wonld probably be 
safe to say that one-half of the bales of cot- 
ton made last vear in Georgia cost as. much 
as 10 cents a pound. 

But there are a few farmers whose entire 
crop cost them less than an average of 6 
cents, a very few. Of these last esvch had 
four acres on which they made cotton at a 
cost of less than 6 cents. 

Now what ts the true polley of the farmer? 
If the cotton market is to continue at G 
cents, or if it will probably drop to 4 cents, 
then common sense—the most ordinary coim- 
mon scerse—would teach him to nlant no cot- 
ton at ali unless he can produce it at a less 
cost than the market price. 

It ix useless to talk about reduting the arca 
simply as a means of reducing the aggregate 
crop and advancing the price. ‘This has been 
tried, again and again, and has never worked 
well. 

The avernge farmer can produce but a 
small crop of cotton at a cost of less than 6 
cents a2 pound. The average farmer has but a 
few acres on which he can make one bale fer 
acre, with a reasonable and judicious applica- 
tion of fertilizers. Many of them have not 
an acre that could be made to yield a bale 
without an excessive and unprofitable ex- 
penditure for fertilizers. 

Land that will produce, unaided, only one 
bale to three acres—which is much _ better 
than the average capacity of Georgia cotton 
lands—cannot be profitably brought up to a 
production of one bale per acre—this year.,[f 
a given individual farmer shall conclude to 
plant no land—not an acre—that cannot be 
made to produce, say one-half bale per acre, 
he will certainly make a very much smaller 
number of bales than usual, and at a con- 
siderably less cost per bale or per — fie 
is all right, whatever may come. If all, or a 
very large majority of the farmers, adopt the 
same rule the cetton crop will necessarily be 
creatly reduced, and the cost also reduced, 
while the market will necessarily advance, 
and there will be a double gain, a widening 
at both sides, so to speak, of the margin be- 
tween the cost of production and the market 
price. Lut no wide margin between average 
cost and the average market price can long 
be maintained. It is only the intelligent, 
skillful and industrious farmer who will suc- 
ceed in maintaining a relatively low cost. 
The majority will generally make cotton and 
sell it tor cost of production or less. 

The argument should be addressed to the 
individual farmer, and he should be led to see 
that his success or failure will depend upon 
his own skill and judgment in the manage- 
ment of his business, rather than on the re- 
sult of combined effort. He can, in great 
measure, control the cost of his cotton; he 
cannot, by a feather’s weight, advance the 
market price. 

Let me add a few Words in explanation of 
the low cost of cultivation given in the fore- 
going estimate. The rows are four feet wide; 
they shoulu never be less, and often wider. A 
wide-spreading cultivator was used, requiring 
only two trips to clean out a four-foot row 
thoroughly. A cultivating harrow was used 
several times that ‘‘cleaned out’’ a four-foot’ 
row at one trip. The hoeing was almost con- 
fined to thinning to a stand, there was so little 
grass. Very truly, R. J. 2EDDING, 
Director Georgia Experimental Station. 

What Mr. &*. P. Meacham Says. 


Mr. F. P. Meacham writes The Consti- 
tution from St. Marks, Ga., that he thinks 
cotton cannot be raised for three to three 
and one-half cents a pound. He says: 

“It is the purpose of this investigation, 
if I mistake not, to decide whether or not 
the land and labor can be so managed that 
as a whole cotton can be raised at three 
to three and one-half cents per pound. 
With the experieuce I have had in farming 
and on some as good or as productive land 
as the gentleman’ claims his to be, I am 
foreed to say that when he counts all the 
necessary expense which it takes to con- 
tinue a farm, he is most assuredly mis- 
taken. In the first place, it will take: 
more Jabor to do the work, as a rule, 
than stated in his report. On land that 
will produce a crop like the one referred 
to wild growth will spring up in the same 
proportion as the crop. Therefore, more 
labor 5 requires ef it oe when nothing 
grows but a small weer called “poor 
Peter.” There is ‘no cost attached to the 
statement for tools to make the crop 
nefther repairs, and nothing for mending 


.and cleaning ditches, and other things of 


_ nature. Morwiret 
ers are rente

all admit that if the mit nase or = 
body else would establish some like 
& subtreasury, labor and livery stable in 
every district to keep horses, hands and 
farming tools, and let us have them just 
when we wanted them at the prices laid 
down by the gentleman, everything could 
made cheaply. Also you may take a 
few acres of land and count the actual 
time and days’ work, and it would seem 
that cotton could be made at an extremely 
low figure; but those who make the cotton 
have to live the remainder of the year. A 
man could hardly support a family with 
the amount of labor mapped out, neither 
could a horse be fed with the amount al- 
lowed for his labor. If his services are 
worth what they are estimated at while 
at actual labor, they are certainly worth 
something while holding himself in readt- 
ness IoF you when you do need him. Or 
if he could sink himself in the mud like 
the turtle, or hide himself like the reptile, 
to come forth in the spring, cotton could 
be made cheaply enough. 

“But, unfortunately, our nature is not 
thus, and, therefore, it cannot be done. 
The laboring man, like other men, has to 
have clothing and provisions to sustain life 
through winter, as well as in summer. 
The stock also has to be taken care of, 
if you expect to make another crop. The 
increase in humanity has to be cared for, 
the education of the young has to be 
looked after, and a great many other things 
which e¢ould not be mentioned without in- 
truding on space in your paper. 

“All these things are necessary to con- 
tinue the raising of all the crops, and, of 
course, are expenses. This, think, is 
enough to convince any man who has any 
knowledge of farming, and desires that the 
laboring people of America should have 
what they honestly work for and deserve, 
that it is less than they can make cotton 
for, while prices of other goods remain as 
they are.” 

From Pr. Cc. F. Pattillo. 


Dr. C. F. Pattillo, of West Point, writes: 

“In the Sunday’s issue of your paper ap- 
peared an article from Commissioner of 
Agriculture R. T. Nesbit, endeavoring to 
show that cotton can be raised by the 
furmers of Georgia at an expense of 31-2 
cents per pound. He cites the result on 
an experimental farm near Grifiin in 
roof of his assertion, but, as 1 think, gives 
ut a partial list of expenses. think Mr. 
Inman was right in saying the article of 
Mr. Nesbit is calculated to damage the 
growers of cotton in Georgia and other cot- 
ton-growing states of the south, unless he 
demonstrates without a doubt the correct- 
ness of his assertion. Such articlas, with- 
out the proof of the assertions, will have 
the effect A@lr. Inman states in his letter. 
The article of Mr. Nesbitt is calculated to 
mislead, for it does not make a full exhibit 
of all the expenses incurred generally by 
the growers of cotton. I make no attack 
on his bill of expenses, as he puts them 
down, but 1 do say his bill does not include 
all the items of expense, therefore it is im- 
perfect and calculated to mislead. He 
leaves out entirely the cost of mules, or 
other stock, wagons, farming implements— 
such as cultivators, harrows, plowstocks, 
plows, hoes, plowgear. Mules cost upon 
an average, $125, and are, upon an aver- 
age, worn out or dead in five years; and 
so on, in reference to the cost and en- 
durance of the balance of the farm imple 
ments. 4Then comes the expense of feed- 
ing moles, horses, ete., from January to 
January. I say nothing about interest on 
investment in land; grant that the increase 
in productiveness and value of the land 
will over pay the interest on the cost of 
land, where is the money to come from to 
buy mules, wagons and all farming imple- 
ments, which are necessary in the raising, 
gathering and marketing of the cotton crop, 
and to buy feed for mules and other stock? 
Mr. Nesovitt »nnkes no allowance for a su- 
perintendent, which we find very important, 
as most of the workhands in the cotton 
fields are blacks, and are accustomed to 
being directed by one of more judgment 
than themselves. No allowance is made by 
Mr. Nesbitt for any of the expenses I have 
mentioned, and I could go on with a long 
list, if I deemed it necessary, and yet, the 
furm has to be kept up out of the proceeds 
of the cotton crops. I think you can see 
at a glance that Mr. Nesbitt’s calculations 
are not correct, nor complete. Let Mr. 
Nesbitt and Mr. Kimbrough get out of the 
commissioner's office and try farming with- 
out a state appropriation, and on their own 
expenses, and at the expiration of three 
years of .raising cotton at 6 cents per 
pound, ask them if they have made any 
clear money, and 1 think both of them will 
tell vou ‘No!’ I am fully of the opinion 
that where one farmer makes any clear 
money raising cotton at 6G cents, twenty 
of his neighbors are less fortunate. The 
farmers in this section of Georgia made 
good cotton crops last year and have sold 
the most of it at prices ranging from 
eight down to six cents per pound, and 
now not more than one in ten can pay cash 
for his supplies. Most of them are buy- 
ing supplies on time and giving mortgages 
on their crops, even before they are 
planted, because they have no money. 
They are wearing old clothes and look 
seedy and downeast, yet many of them 
made Jast vear from half to one bale of 
cotton per acre. No, Mr. Nesbitt, it does 
not comfort the farmer to tell him you can 
and have raised cotton, the last year, on 
an actual expense of 31-2 cents per pound, 
and they have tried faithfully and got from 
six to eight cents per pound, and an aver- 
age of from a half to one bale per acre, 
and now, after settling up expenses, most 
of them have no money left. No, they 
ean’t be comforted with no money and no 
chance to borrow. If any class in’ the 
country deserves sympathy and help more 
than another. it is the agricultural class of 
the south. They are disheartened and em- 
barressed. ‘They made good crops of cot- 
ton last year, but had to sell it at or below 
the cost of production, as their condition 
now testifies. I would like to hear from 
farmers in other sections of the state and 
see what they have done, and what is their 
financial condition now. I will hail with 
joy any improvement in the mode of agri- 
culture that will improve the lands and 
financial condition of the famers of the

Dr. Talmage’s Sermon.in 
Brooklyn. 


The Theme of 


THE SAYINGS OF OUR SAVIOR 


Taken Up by the Doctor, and with Them 
He Formsa Very Interesing 
Discourse. 


Brooklyn, March 27.—(Special.)—The 
tendency to formalism in religion and to 
hypocritical pretence in society received a 
severe castigation from the pulpit of the 
Brooklyn tabernacle this thorning. Dr. 
Talmage made a vigorous ouslaught upon 
it, basing his remarks on the text, Matt. 
93, 24: “Xe blind guides, who strain at a 
gnat and swallow a camel.” 

A proverb is compact wisdom, knowledge 
in chunks, a library in a sentence, the elee- 
tricity of many clouds discharged in one 
bolt, a river put through a mill race. Whe 
Christ quotes the proverb of the text, he 
means to set forth the Indicrous behavior 
of those who make a great bluster ahout 
small sins and have no appreciation of 
great ones. 

In my text a small-insect and a large 
quadruped are brought into eomparison—a 
gnat and a camel. You have in museum 
or on a desert seen the latter, a great awk- 
ward, sprawling creature, with back two 
stories high, and stomach having a collec- 
tion of reservoirs for desert travel, an ani 
mal forbidden to the Jews as foad, and in 
many literatures entitled “the ship of the 
desert.” ‘The gnat spoken of in the text is 
in the grub form. It is born in pool or 
pond, after a few weeks becomes a chrysa- 
lisyand then after a few days becomes the 
gnat as we: reeognize it. But the insect 
spoken of in the text is in its very smal!cst 
shape, and it yet inhabits the water—for 
my text is a misprint and ought to read 
“strain out a gmat.” 

My text shows you the prince of incon- 
sistencies. A man after long observation 


bas formed the suspicion that in a cup of 


water he is about to drink, there is a grub 
or the grandparent of a gnat. He gues 
and gets a sieve or strainer. He takes the 
water and pours it through the sieve in the 
broad light. He says, “I would rather do 
anything almost than drink this water until 
this larva be extirpated.’ This water is 
brought under inquisition. The experiment 
is successful. The water rushes through 
the sieve and leaves against the side of 
the sieve the grub or gnat. Then the 
man carefully removes’ the insect and 
drinks the water in placidity. But going 
out one day, and hungry, he devours a 
“ship of the desert,” a camel, which the 
Jews were forbidden to eat. The grastron- 
omer has no compunctions of conscience. He 
suffers from ne indigestion. 
lower jaw under the camel’s forefoot, and 
his upper jaw over the hump of the camel's 
back, and gives one swallow and the drom- 
edary disappears forever. He strained out 
@ gnat, he swallowed a camel. ne 

While Christ’s: auilience were yet smiling 
at the appositeness and wit of His illustra- 
tion—for smile they did in church, unless 
they were too stupid to understand the 
hyperbole—Christ practically said to them, 
“That is you.” Punctilious: about © small 
thirgs; reckless about affairs of great mag- 
nitude. No subject ever withered under a 
surgeons knife more bitterly than did. the 
Pharisees under Christ’s scalpel of truth. 
As an anatomist will take a human body. to 
pieces and put them under a microscope for 
examination, so Christ finds his way to the. 
heart of the dead Pharisee and cuts it out 
and puts it under the*glass of inspection for 
all generations to examine. Those Phari- 
sees thought that Chriat would compliment 
them and flatter them, and how they must 
have writhed under the red-hot words as he 
said: “Ye fools, ye whited sepulchers, ye 
blind guides which strain out a guat and 
swallow a camel.” 

There are in our day a great many gnats 
strained out and a great many camels swal- 
lowed, and it is the object of this sermon 
to sketch a few persons whe are extensively 
engaged in that business. 

First, I remark, that all those ministers 
of the gospel are photegraphed in the text 
who are very scrupulous about the conven- 
tionalities of religion, but put no particular 
stress upon matters of vast importance. 
Church services ought to be grave and 
solemn. ‘There is no room for frivolity in 
religious convocation. But there are illus- 
trations, and there are hyperboles like that 
of Christ in the text that will irradiate with 
smiles any intelligent auditory. There are 
men like those blind guides of the text who 
advocate only those things in religious ser- 
vice which draw the corners of the mouth 
down, and denounce 2) those things which 
have a tendency to draw the corners of the 
mouth up, and these men will go to installa- 
tions and’ to presbyteries and to couferences 
and to associations, their pockets full of 


. fine sieves to strain out the gnats, while in 


their own churches at home every Sunday 
there are fifty people sound asleep. They 
make their churches a great dormitory, and 
their somniferous sermons are a cradle, and 
the drawled-out hymns a lullaby, while 
some wakeful soul in a pew’with her fan 
keeps the flies off unconscious persons ap- 
proximate. Now, I say it is wotse to sleep 
in church than to smile in church, for the 
latter implies at least attention, while the 
former implies the indifference of the hear- 
ers and the stupidity of the speaker. In 
old age, or from physical infirmity, or from 
long watching with the ‘sick, drowsiness 
will sometimes overpower one; but when a 
minister of the gospel looks off upon’ an 
audience and finds healthy and intelligent 
people struggling with drowsiness, it is time 
for him to give out the doxology or pro- 
nounce the benediction. The great fault of 
church services today is not too much vi- 
vacity, but too much somnolence, The one 
18 an irritating gnat that may be easily 
strained out; the other is a great, sprawl- 
ing and sleepy-eyed camel of the dry desert. 
In all our Sabbath schools, in all our Bible 
classes, in all our pulpits we need to 
brighten up our religious message with such 
Christ-like vivacity as we find in the text. 

I take down from my: library the biogra- 
phies of ministers and writers of past ages, 
inspire! and wninspired, wi0 have done 
the mo:+* t bring souls to Jesis Christ, and 
I find tkat without a si-gle exeeptiun they 
consec.ated their wit and their humor to 
Christ. 
Baalit>«, as thez could not make their god 
ra em telling them to call louder as their 
god might be sound asleep or gone a hunt- 
ing.

Paul or Apostle Judas. They have a way 
of aa & ghat until it is larger than a 
camel. 

Again: My pubject photographs all 
those* who are abhorrent of small sins 
while they are reckless in regard to mag: 
nificent thefts. You will find many a mer- 
chant who, while he is so careful that ie 
would not take a yard of cloth or a spool 
of cotton from the counter without payin 
for it, and who if a bank cashier shoul 
make a mistake and send in a roll of bills 
five dollars too much would dispatch a 
me ger in hot haste to return the sur- 
plus, yet who will go into a stock company 
in which after a while he gets control of 
the stock, and then waters the stock and 
make $100,000 appear like $200,000. He 
only stole $100,000 by the operation. Many 
of the men of fortune made their wealth 
in that way. One of those men, engaged 
in such unrighteous acts, that evening, the 
evening of the very 4 when he watered 
his stock, will find a wharf rat stealing an 
evening newspaper from the basement 
doorway, and will go out and cateh the 
urchin, by the collar, and twist the collar

Prisons for sins in- 
sectile in size, but palaces for crimes 
dromedarian. No mercy for sine animal- 
cule in proportion, but great leniency for 
mastodon .iniquity. , , 

It is time that we learn in America that 
sin is mot excusable in proportion as ft de 
clares large dividends and has outriders in 
equipage. any a man is riding to perdi- 
tion postifion ahead and lackey behind. To 
steal a dollar is a gnat; to steal many 
thousands of: dallars is a camel. There is 
many a fruit dealer who would not con- 
sent to steal a basket of peaches from a 
neighbor’s stall, but Who would not scruple 
to depress the fruit market; and as long as 
Il can remember we have heard every sum- 
mer the peach crop of Maryland is a fail- 
ure,‘and by the time +the crop comes in the 
misrepresentation makes a difference of 
nillions of dollars. A man who would not 
steal one peach basket steals 50,000 peach 
baskets. Any summer go down inte the 
Mercantile library, in the reading rooms, 
and.see the newspaper ‘reports of the crops 
from all parts of the country, and their 
thraseology is very much the same, and the 
same men wrote them, methodically and 
infamously carrying out the huge lying 
about the griin crop from year to year and 
for a score of years... After a while there is 
a “corner’’ in the wheat market, and men 
who had a contempt for a petty theft 
will burglarize the wheat bin of a nation 
and commit lareeny upon the American 
corn crib. And men will sit in churches 
and in reformatory institutions trying to 
strain out the small gnats of scoundrelism, 
while in their grein elevators and in their 
storehouses they are fattening. huge camels 
which they expect after a while to swullow. 
Society has to be entirely reconstructed on 
this subject. We are to find that a sin is 
inexcusable in proportion as it is grent. 

I know in our time the tendency is to 
charge religious frauds upon good men. 
They say, “Ob, what a class of frauds you 
have in the church of God in this day,’ 
and when an elder of a church, or a deacon,

Even 
John Milton in his “Paradise Lost,” while 
he condemns Satan, gives such a grand de- 
scription of him you have hard work to 
syppress your admiration. Oh, this strain- 


gulping down great iniquities like camels. 
This subject does not give the picture 
of one or two persons, but is a gallery in 
which thousands of people may see their 
likenesses. For instance, all those people 
who, while they would not rob their neigh- 
bor of a farthing, appropriate the money 
and the treasure of the public. A man has 
n house to sell, and’ he tells his customer 
it is worth $20,000. Next day the assessor 
comes around and the owner says it is 
worth $15,000. The government of the 
United States took off the tax from per- 
sonal income, arong other reasons, because 
so few people would tell the truth, and 
many a man with 
of dollars a day made statements ‘which 
seemed to imply that he was about to be 
handed over: to the overseer of, the poor.

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“WAS IT A FENCE? 


The Story Which Some Trunks Told 
on “Dutch Annie.” 


MORE EVIDENCE IN THE ARSON CASE. 


The Interesting Find Which the Detect- 
ives (Made Yesterday—Annie Is 
Wanted Worse Than Ever.

A fence for thieves. 
That is what the house of Dutch” An- 


nie Searcy, on Thompson street, gives every 


evidence of having been. : 

And in consequence, the womans effects 
mow occupy a place at police headquarters. 

The burning of the house, which Is 
charged to her hands, took place on the 
night of January 11th. The following day, 
when Detectives Bedford and Crim went to 
investigate the case, the rooms looked con- 
spicuously bare. 

Where were the things 
there? 

That was a matter te which the officers 
began to devote attention. The work was 
later on laid aside temporarily, but when 
the grand jury found a true bill of arson 
against “Dutch” Aunie, it was renewed 
with vigor. 

And it resulted in the finding of four 
trunks on Saturday. They were at a smat' 
house at 206 Chestnut street, occupied by 
Richard Wright, a colored drayman, and 
were stored away as secretly as_ possible. 

This property was what the detectives 
had been searching for nearly three inonths. 
The trunks were closely packed with all 
sorts of goods and the patrol wagon con 
veyed them to police headquarters. 

Vright had acknowledged to whom they 
belonged. At first he told a number of 
conflicting stories of their contents and 
Ownership, but finally stated that Annie 
Searcy had sent them to him on the day be- 
fore the fire occurred. 

The negro proved to be a brother of 
one of the women employed at the house 
at the time, and who was committed to 
fail) us an accessory. 

Detective Green brought him in with the 
trunks and he was locked up on suspicion. 

Yesterday the trunks were opened. In 
them were-found articles that opened the 
eyes of the detectives. Goods were gotten 
that will probably solve the mystery of a 
number of burglaries and at the same time 
stamp the woman’s house as a “fence.” 

Harness and _  sadlery predominated. 
There were bridles, lines, collars, laprobes, 
curry combs and brushes, horse blankets 
and bits—all perfectly new and unused, 
and most of the stuff with the price tags 
still attached. Of that line there was a 
large amount. 

Then there were shoes that had nver been 
worn, on which was the mark of John M. 

foore. ; 

Seven solid silver tea spoons, with the ini- 
tials, “J. E. C.,” engraved on them, were 
stored away in a.corner of one of the 
trunks. <A costly counterpane, belonging to 
“A. A. Mattson,” was carefully folded 
away. 

A silver pitcher inlaid with gold was 
taken out. On the outside was engraved 
the word, “Annie,” on an elevated piece of 
-gilver. Detective Looney applied a heated 
poker to the edges. The piece dropped off 
and the words, “From Bessie to_ Susie,” 
were plainly revealed. 

In another trunk were found a half 
dozen very expensive sash cords, some ele- 
gant rugs that were never. used, new 
shawls and table cloths in profusion, and 
dozens of other things. In addition to that, 
there was a large quantity of silver ware, 
the engraving on some of which was 
rubbed or scratched off. 

An inventory, was taken of the goods and 
the detectives are anxious to have the own- 
ers identify them. 

A charge was entered against Wright of 
receiving and concealing stolen goods, and 
he will be sent to jail today on a warrant 
charging him with that offense. 

The finding of the goods, besides opening 
an avenue to a Very scrious charge against 
Annie Searcy, adds another link to the 
chain of evidence against her for arson. 

The fact that she removed it all on Jan- 
uary 10th is a most suspicious circum- 
stance. ° 

The police would now like to have the 
woman worse than ever. The question is, 
‘Where is she?
